Graduating at Union Theological Seminary, N. Y., he took work under the 
Presbyterian Board of (Home) Missions in Alaska. After doing work for 
some years among the natives of that section, he asked aid from the 
Board of Missions to put in an industrial plant for the more thorough 
civilizing if his wards. But the state of the missionary treasury | 
forbade. Brady tnen withdrew from connection with the Board, and, at | 
his own expense, secured the desired industrial plant. To make a long | 
story short, he became a prospsroup not to say a wealthy, man of ieee 
prominent in Alaska, and the one man who commended himself to President 
McKinley as the right person for Governor of Alaska. And having served — 
one term, he was rsappointed for a second, |
